PERENNIAL AND 
ANNUAL PASTURES 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Wild grass pastures have disap{ 
peared from most of the farms in the 
West. With a return to the keeping 
of more livestock one of the greatest 
essentials is the growing of more an- 
nual and perennial pastures. Experi- 
ments at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, indicate that no 
one crop is superior to all others for 
all pasture purposes, and that for 
best results pasture crops should be 
diversified and rotated in much the 
same way as other farm crops. 

Brome is superior to other grasses 
for permanent purposes.. If  sutti- 
cient moisture is available, it will 
continue to make new fresh growth 
throughout the pasture season, while 
many of the other grasses go into a 
dormant stage during the middle of 
the summer. The chief criticism of 
brome ‘is that the late fall growth 
may be frozen by severe fall frosts, 
and thus rendered less palatable and 
nutritious for live stock. 

A mixture of ten pounds of sweet 
clover, seven pounds of rye grass,

3,000,000 MEN TO BE

palities. 

It would shut out individual loans 
and the procuring of money by sev- 
eral of the provinces, scores of mu- 
nicipalities and many old established 
firms. It would, asserted the min- 
ister, defeat the very purpose Mr. 
Coote had in mind. 

Many of the provinces today could 
not secure money in the open mar- 
ket at 5 per cent, stated the min- 
ister, and the provinces had the col- 
lective credit of their assets behind 
them. 

The securities of Alberta, with all 
its resources were selling on the mar- 
ket at 6.6 per cent. If the bill car- 
ried it would mean Albert could not 
secure money. 


The British Columbia six per cent 
issue of 1927 was now selling in the 
open market on the basis of a yield 
of 6.45 per cent. Manitoba’s six per 
cent issue due in 1947 was selling on 
the basis of a yield of 6.76 per cent. 
Saskatchewan’s six per cent issue 
due in 1962 was selling on a basis of 
a yield of 6.79 per cent. Prince Ed- 
ward Islana was paying five and one- 
quarter per cent for its money. 

Passing of the bill would deny 
credit to all these provinces, Mr. 
Rhodes said. Some great public util- 
ities, too, were taxing as much as 
nine per cent for their money. How 
much greater, Mr. Rhodes observed, 
would be the u....culty under these 
circumstances for a private individ- 
ual to secure money if a maximum 
interest rate of five per cent were es- 
tablished.

Report No. 3 


(Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, May 6, 1933). 
With an unusually late start, and 

with still occasional interruptions in 

some districts by rain and rather 
backward weather seeding of wheat 
has been making slow progress over 
the greater portion of the province. 

At this date it is now fairly general 

over the entire area save in the 

Peace River and northern districts, 

where the drills are just commenc- 

‘ing work. In the southeastern dis- 

tricts, a considerable amount of 


wheat is already in the ground, up. 


to 60 per cent in a few sections, but 


for the remainder of the province 


the proportion completed is from 5 
to 25 per cent save in the extreme 
‘north. In the south-eastern parts, 
seeding of wheat commenced about 
the middle of April and was general 
by the 24th, with the occasional in- 
terruption. In the south-west seed- 
ing did not get fairly started until 
towards the first of May and is gen- 
eral at this date. In the central dis- 
tricts, the same applies, but in the 
northern areas spring work on the 
land did not get under way to any 
extent until May 1, and seeding has 
, just started. 

In the southern areas there are 
,indications of a serious grasshopper 
infestation. The provincial depart- 


ate plans to handle the situation and 
have already the organization under 
way for the poisoning campaign and 
establishment of mixing stations at 


ate in the campaign. Arrival of 
rains with chilly weather in some 
districts has helped to mitigate the 
situation. 

Moisture conditions in all parts of 
the province are excellent. Accord- 
ing to reports received, the  sub-soil 
is well provided with moisture at all 
points end there is a good deal of 
surface moisture, augmented now by 
fairly general rains, which have been 
rather heavy in the north central 
areas. The germination of the new 
crop is expected to be uniformly 
good.

It begins to look as if the Rural 
Telephone would soon be a_ thing 
of the past in Alberta. We dreamed 
of the time when all the people of 
our province would be able to enjoy 
the great privilege of talking with 
their neighbors for either pleasure 
or profit at any time or any place 
and for a time it ‘seemed as if that 
dream were about to be realized, but 
now it is fading away and there will 
soon be nothing to remind us of it 
except lines of unused poles and wire 
left to rot and rust in idleness. When 
the present government took over 
the management of our provincial af- 
fairs they found a telephone system 
which was in a fairly good state of 
repair, but which they told us had 
been constructed in a wasteful and 
extravagant manner, and was being 
run at a loss, the said loss -being 
made up of general revenue of the 
province. Everybody agreed that the 
telephone was a fine thing and the 
new government was more enthusi- 
astic about it than the old, but they 
did not think that it should be run 
at a loss which would have to be 
made up by all the people of the pro- 
vince and were therefore faced with 
the necessity of devising some means 
of making it self-supporting. Having. 


rejected the existing plan there 
seemed to be two alternatives; they 
could either raise. the rate high 
enough to cover the cost or they 


could introduce some sort of a front- 
age tax on the land served. Now this 
was a pretty knotty problem and it 
is not fair for us with all the ad- 
vantages of hindsight, to say how 
we would have solved it, but it is 
now quite apparent that if they 
had deliberately intended to  utter- 
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ly destroy the rural telephone sys- 
tem of the province, that they could 
not have devised a more efficient 
means of doing so, than the plan 


the lines have been taken ‘down and 
that part of the first cost that has 
not been paid will now have to be 
taken out of the general revenue, 
and we _ will have nothing to show 
for our money except a tax receipt, 
If that money had been used to 
reduce rates we would at least have 
a going concern and a fighting| 
chance to recover when normal) 
times return. Those lines which 
have not yet been taken down are, 
for the most part, standing idle and 
the interest and depreciation are 
going on just the same. Would it 
not be better for them to be carrying 
the load which a reduced rate would 
have retained for them than no load 
at all, even if that load would not | 
have paid all the costs? It would ! 
at least have supplied a certain a- 
mount of business for the long dist- 
ance lines which is now lost.—Ex.
